weather. The pesecegere speak in the highest 
terms of the manner in which Captaia Hays, 
the pilot, and the officers of the ship handled 
her ia their trying emergency. She has on 
board a company of U.S. soldiers for San 
Jean, aod Colonel Luddingtoa, who goes to 
inspect the garrison there. Mr, DeCusmos, 
Mr. Pennie, and Mr. Bruce, were the only 
passenger’ for Victoria, The vessel will leave 
this morniag for Puget Suund to discharge 
her freight for that seetion, when she will 
return to discharge her Victoria freight. The 
steamer was obliged to partis cut her way 
out of the Columbia, on account of the ice.

A Second Grand “ Scare.” 


RUMOR THAT FILIBUSTERS ARE TO MAKE A 
RAID UPON VICTORIA, 


The city talked yesterday of hardly any- 
thing but concerning a reported descent to 
be made by bands of desperate characters upon 
the banks, jewelry stores, and other places 
where valuable plunder might be had. We 
made dilligent enquiry throught the day, en- 
quiring of the Goveroment authorities aud 
others likely to be ‘‘posted,”’ as they say over 
the line, but all the information relinble we 
could oviain was, “we buve had safficiest 
information seat us, to warrant the precau- 
tions tuken.” 

The precautions alludei to were, that a 
guard of policemen were detailed tq watch 
the banks in the city on New Year's night; 
the gunboats Boxer and Sparrowbawk, were 
ordered to the mouth of the harbor, to watch 
suspicious craft, which were expected to 
arrive with filibusters and Fenians aboard, 
Or others supposed to be equully daogerou: 
to our ‘‘peaceand quietness.’’ The ‘' Scout’’ 
bad steam up acd everything in readiuess, as 

ith the other vessels of war, to repel the 
threatened invasion. 

The reports floating around town wir 
numerous; some were to the effect that a 
number of ‘‘needy adventurers’ had arrived 
by the North Pacitic on New Year's afternvon 
(we boarded the N. P. and saw the usual class 
and compliment of passengers), and were 
beat upon an attack—to, set Jire to the city, 
make plunder of everything worth taki g— 
and that a party of sixty or seventy were al 
ready waiting in tuwn to join thaw, These 
were to be supported by an expected_aid by 
the Califoruia trom Fortland—the aid did nur 
come—the Califuroia is since in port at 
Esquimalt, but no like y oues were on board, 
nor did the passengers even bear anything 
until arriving in town. 

Then again it was stated that advices had 
been had from the Consul at San Franciscu, 
that suspicious looking vessela were leaving 
that port with a view of visiting Victoria. 

The telegraph line has not been transmit 
ting messuges for some days, so we can’t see 
that intelligence had been had by thia source, 

It would appear the news of the raid first 
came to San Juan Island, thence bere, and 
the naval authorities at Esquimalt, together 
with the local Government, were in duce 
course informed of the circumStynce, On 
New Year's night, however, the pyung., the 
Attorney General, Colonial Secretary, and 
the Chief Commander, placed themselves in 
communication with the forces at command, 
and saw that the steps above named, bad 
teen taken. The Boxer was in the barbor 
all day yesterday, and the Sparrowhawk was 
atancbor at the mouth of the harbor, and 
both bad to fuce the stiff blow of the day and 
previous night. 

The opiuion of a great many in town, was 
that the whole thing was a ‘‘big sell,’’ which 
was being perpetrated upon us at the com- 
mencement of the new year; and we would 
ask what chance of success a lot of such men 
as mentioned would bave here, where so large 
an organized force can be had at an bours 
notice? 

Agnin we. hear that Capt. Cator, senior 
officer of the fleet, had had a telegrapbic com 
munication,fin cipher, some short time since, 
from Farl Kimberly, the Secretary of State 
furthe Colonies, with regard to the pescent. 

There was alco a report that Admiral 
Farquhar communicated from San Francisco, 
giving the Governor “‘particulars.’”’ The 
public are very much interested to know the 
particulars, und why they are not given is 
best known to themselves. Our opinion is, 
that the matter is a canard. 

Latesx.—Last evening a gentleman conrect- 
ed with the Government, cal ed upon us to 
eny that they had received information, both 
from San Francisco, and from- sources i. 
town, which could not be disregarded. The 
public will probably by avd bye get at the 
bottom of the matter, which ia similar to the 
Fenian raid hoax played on them two years 
aod a balf since.

Fiji Islands. 
[commumicatep.] 


Continually there appear in the American 
preas allusions to the growing prosperity and 
importance of these islands, with expressions 
of longing for their acquisition by the United 
States of America. In an article which ap- 
peared in the Sacramento Union, allusion is 
made to a mortgage held by the American 
Government on those islaeds, to satisfy an 
indemnity guaranteed by the Government of 
the islands for injuries done to American 
citizens, yet unsettled, and which, ae these 
islands are now so vulanble, should be put 
in forge, and the Fijis gained fur the United 
States. The article concludes with the ob- 
servation, ‘‘that Americans are justified in 
shurp ontlook that these islands are not 
mon¢polised by any power which Is not anti- 
American or anti-Republican.’’ Now there 
is little doubt, as represented in. a portion of 
the article above quoted, ‘‘that to the enter- 
prise of the planters the ‘prosperity of the 
Fijis.is largely owing” ; but if the prelimia- 
ary efforts to make these islands safe and 
secure for the development of Fijt resources 
constitute any claim to possession, then, un- 
doubtedly, such claims belong to Great 
Britain, inasmuch as it was owing to the 
superhuman efforts of Eaglish missionaries, 
contending at the risk of their lives amouget 
a cannibal race, that the foundations of Fiji 
prosperity were laid. As to any advantages 
accraing from Republican Government to the 
tijis, those familiar with the liberality of the 
Austratian Governments, under which aus- 
pices the Fijis are at present governed, will 
fiod it difficult to believe any benefits would 
result from the change. We ‘skould hope 
the British Government will see the wisdou 
of rescinding the resolution arrived at on the 
report of the Commission sent out, and that 
at no distant day we shall have the pleasure 
of chronicling that the Fiji Islaade belong to 
the British Crown.

The Fourth National Bank of Philadelphia 
bas suspended and its affairs are being wound 
up.

Batler of Massachusetts has introduced a 
resolution in Congress declaring the right of 
women to vote under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. 

The wool crop of the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1871, amounted to 
$1,012,846 78, including $479,296 47 from 
the Northwestera States, 

The last Tammany thief exposed is Stark— 
weather, Collector of Assessments, who has 
pocketed $500,000 im four years. He was 
appointed by Tweed in 1867. 

Heary T. Tuckerman, a well known liter- 
ary man of New York, died in that city oo 
the 17th inst. His works are numerous and 
wellknown. He bad reached his 58th year. 

The London 7imes of December 19%h had 
a leader upon the meeting of the Geneya 
Commission of Arbitration.

News from Mexico states that the backbone 
of the rebellion is broken, and that Diaz is 
losing favor with his adherents.

recent telegrams announcing the first 
fruits of Polar discovery by the Norsh German 
expedition are highly interesting verifications 
of American researches. Just as Colambus 
inferred the existence of a continent in the 
far West from the tropical wood be saw 
drifting into the Canaries, physical geogra- 
phers -bave long since argued, from the 
drift-wood of the West Indies picked up on 


the coast of Spitzbergeo, that the Gulf Stream |- 


penetrates the mysterious périphery of the 
Pole. In the far-famed ont wucnit ex- 
peditions of Dr. Kane the existence of an 
open Polar sea was distinctly announced as 
tae result of bis explorations, and afterwards 
reiterated by his followers, But is Europe 
the houor of this great discovery was persis- 
tent!y denied the American geographer; and, 
after bis death, through the influeice of those 
who envied him the glory, a veil of incredul- 
ity was thrown over bis narrative, and the 
open Polar sea spoken ofas amyth. lt now 
seems that the Germans, after the lapse of 
nearly twenty years, are beginning to appre- 
ciate the labors of Kane, and to learn that 
there is some credit to be given to American 
enterprise. 

But, while to Dr. Kane belongs the honor of 
the first distovoty of the open-sea areund 
the Pole, the physical bypotbesis apon 
which its existence was first demonstrated 
also belongs to an American. During the 
progress of the Japan Expedition, under Com- 
modore Perry, the flag-officer of the squadron 
ordered a — of the waters and currents of 
the Western Pacific; and committed the 
charge of it to Captain Bilas Bent, who dis 
covered, ia a gale off the coast of Formosa, 
the powerful Karo Scivo; or Japanese Gulf 
Stream, which drifted his vessel fur several 
days to the northward against a furious storm 
driving it to the southward. It became at 
once evident to this sagacions officer that the 
Karo Scivo was a stream of equal or vaster 
volume than the Mexican Gulf current, and 
that the former was as hot as the latter, and 
that both these immmense heat-benring rivers 
in the ocean were inces:antly discherging 
themselves into the Polar: Basin. Anticipa 
ting by several years the Carpenter theory of 
oceanic circulation announced last.winter, the 
American seamen argued fur the mild temper- 
ature of the Polar Basia due to the bhydro- 
static or bydrodynamic interchange of waters 
from the Equatorial to the Arctic circle, and 
even went so fur as to suggest the possinili y 
of steaming to within a few hundred miles: f 
the North Pole by following the Gulf Stream 
with the water thermometer. At the tine 
this bypotheeis was announced it was re— 
ceived with little favor abroad, and not much 
wore at home, until last year, when Professor 
Carpenter himselt endorsed it, and when Dr,” 
Peterman, of Gotha—the projector of the 
present German expedition—published the 
thermometric deep-sea explorations in tLe 
waters lying between Nova Zembla and 
Spitzebergen. The most recent and trust- 
worthy investigations collected by the inde- 
fatigable Peterman—whose labora are upsett- 
ing sil his own tho :ries—sbow that on the west 
coust of Nova Zembla the Gulf Stream main. 
tains a breadth of one hundred and twenty 
miles, and « temperature of fitty-four degrees 
Fanrenheit, coc | ag down at depths of 30 of to 
fathoms, only from four to six degrees. Other 
observations charted by the German geo- 
grapher conclusively establish a Gulf Stream 
temperature of forty-one degrees Fahrenheit. 
ia still bigher latitudes, although there have 
been always occasional ice drifts, difficult to 
pass. 

In this country many were anxious that 
Captain Hall should test the Beat theory, 
now popularly kaowa as that of the “ Ther- 
mometric Gateways to the Pole.’ But it is, 
perhaps, better that Captain Hall should not 
have attempted it To cross the seas between 
Spitzbergen and Nova Zembla should be at- 
tempted only by « thorough sailor, and one, 
like Sir James U. Rosa, fully acquainted with 
ice belts. It took Sir James, when breaking 
through the ice belts around the South Pole 
at one time not less than furty six days, from 
the 18th of December, 1841, to the 3nd of 
February, 1842, to work through an ice 
stream of about five hundred miles ia width; 
but he was rewarded by finding on the other 
side « great open sea free of ice. 

Modern geography is intensely interested 
in discovering what lies beyond that ice belt 
crossed by Koss in the Antarctic regions, 
which all navigators before him--Cook, Bal- 
leny, and even Wilkes—had believed and 
emphatically declared to be an impenetrable 
barrier to further progress towards the South 


Pole. According to common prejudice, he 


| Should have found a steady and progressive 


incrense of ice and cold as be advanced Pok- 
ward; but this was by no means the case, as 
Ross, sagaciously anticipated. The brilliant 
aoticipations of Ross were not'disappointed, 
and after breaking through the ice-wall which 
threw itself as a cordon around the Pole, he 
found an open sea, in which he could sail 
without difficulty thousands of miles. le the 
first year, after emerging from the ice belt, 
there was to be seen ‘‘not a particle of ice in 
any direction. from the mast-head,’’ and on 
the very next day the gallant explorer de- 
seried Victoria Land, wits its lofty volcanic 
cones towering to the height of Mont Blanc, 
and thus ‘‘restored to England the honour of 
the discovery of the southeromost known 
land, which had been nobly won by the in- 
tepid Bellinghausen, and for twenty years 
retained by Russia.'’ 

There can be little doubt if such a 
vering and skilful sailor as Ross could now 
take a steam-vessel, armed with an ice saw 
at her prow, into the sea between Spitzbergen 
and Nova Zembla, where it is penetrated by 
the Gelt Siream with its potential thermic 
properties, that a brilliant geographical dis- 
covery would crown the experiment. The 
ice-belt onee baoken through, the steamer 
would have but little difficulty in making her 
seaway to the highest latitude reached by 
Parry on foot, and the sight of the Pole itself 
recompense the explorer. It is a remarkable 
coincidence, confirming the reports of the 
North German expedition, that Ress and 
Kane, at different times and at the earth's 
antipodes, observed the fact now telegraphed 
of ‘‘the seas swarming with whales.’’ Far- 
ther intelligence will be awaited with live- 
Nest interest. 

There is evidently mach reason to hope 
that either the American or German expedi- 
tion will solve the long-shtouded mystery of 
geography. The scientific world will never 
rest till that is done; for (to borrow a fre- 
quent quotation of Humbold’s), 
on Soe ceaseless changes, seeks the unchanging
